REMARKS 

The Examiner allowed claims 1-9 and 1 1-20. Applicants gratefully acknowledge the 
Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter. 

The Examiner rejected claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, claim 10's recitation of "OLE_LINKl" is unclear 
(note that corresponding method claim 20 does not recite "OLEJLINK1"). In rcponse, 
Applicants have amended claim 10 to remove the term "OLEJL1NKI". Therefore Applicants 
contend that claim 1 0 is in condition for allowance.
